In Dark Room Treatment 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Oct. 19.— 

(UP)—A “dark room” treatment 
was credited today with curing a 
“bad case’ of tuberculosis in seven 
weeks, 
The discovery was announced by 
J. Burgess, a general practition- 
er. His theory, contrary to all ac- 
cepted methods of fresh air and 
sunshine treatments, was based on 
the principle that tuberculosis germs 
thrive in sunlight, as do any normal 
organisms. 

Leonard Grisham, 23, was Dr. 
turgess’ experimental patient. He 
was placed in a garage, painted 
black inside and out and absolutely 
darkened. Except for an electric 
fan air force system. the room was 
sealed. The patient was permitted 
to exercise at night, but otherwise 
was kept eritirely at rest. He emerg- 
ed from the garage 13 pounds heav- 
ier and “completely cured,” Dr. 
Burgess said.

HOPKINS REVEALS 
PLANS 10 BUILD 
RELIEF COLONEE 


Work Soon Will Be Start- 
ed on 12 Projects To 
Provide Homes for 150 
to 700 Families. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—H— 
Harry L. Hopkins, the relief adminis- 
trator, said at his press conference 
today that 12 rural-industrial com- 
munities, housing from 150 to 700 
families each, would be built immedi- 
ately with relief funds in different 
sections of the country. 

The administrator dis:losed 
detailed plans for about 50 such 
projects have been made at. relief 
headquarters but that money to build 
all of them was not yet arailable. 

“I’m convinced that every one of 
the 12 communities which we're going 
to build at this time will be self-liqui- 
dating,” Hopkins said. 

Pointing to another project in prog- 
ress in Arkansas he said that 200 
houses already had been built there 
at a cost of between $650 and $900. 
This project is to’ include 700 homes 


ultimately, scattered over 28,000 or 
29,000 acres. Hopkins said the 
amount “actually being laid out” for 
each unit, including farming tracts of 
20 to 30 acres, was between $1,2 
and $1,300. 


Relief Roll Families. 


All of the rural communities built 
with relief labor and relief funds are 
to be occupied by families taken from 
relief rolls. 

Hopkins said five or six industries, 
two or three of them nationally 
known, were trying to go into the Red 
House community. He said some of 
them would be permitted to establish 
plants there, and that relief officials 
in charge of the project would make no 
effort to regulate the industries es- 
tablished. 


“Some day we've got to have hous- 
ing in America where people can pay 
25 per cent of their income for a de- 
cent place to live,” Hopkins declared. 

Asked how soon that day was com- 
ing, he added: 

“As far as I’m concerned it’s com- 
ing damn soon.” 

Plans for additional government- 
financed housing in rural and subur- 
ban areas were disclosed by subsist- 
ence homesteads officia!s. 

They said money had been allocat- 
ed, from the $2 25,000,000 fund at their 
disposal, for 23 projects which would 
not be announced in detail until the 
land for them had been purchased. 
Some of the states in which these 
homesteads are to be built, and the 
tentative allotments for them, in- 
clude: Alabama, $200,000; Florida, 
$212,500; North Carolina, $100,000; 
South Carolina. $184,000, and Ar- 
kansas, $203,000

To Care ite Ailing. 

He made it clear that disabled and 
sick veterans would be accorded the 
“best treatment which medical and 
surgical science can supply.” 

But he added there were hundreds 
of thousands of “largely forgotten” 
persons in the urban slums and “back 
eddies remote from the active stream 
of life” who required government aid, 
and the elimination of this “definite 
drag against the return of prosperity” 
should be the first aim of veterans 
and the nation as a whole. 

A sound financial policy would be 
followed in providing aid, he said. 

Starving Come First. 

He added he was sure the ex-servicd 
men would agree that the care of the 
“disabled, the sick, the destitute and 
the starving is the first thing.” not 
only because he was confident of their 
patriotism and their understanding of 
relief needs, but for two other reasons 4 

“The first is that our federal gov- 
ernment and our state government@ 
have given to them (the veterans).

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LUTHERANS PLAN 
UNM FIGHT 


‘DestructiveSocialForces’ 
To Be Fought, Savan- 
nah Convention Is Told. 


By ROBERT BUNNELLE, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 19.—(4)— 
The United Lutheran church in 
America was disclosed as definitely 
enlisted in a battle against communism 
and “destructive social forces” by de- 
velopment of its mission work today 
in a report by its board of American 
missions. 

Presenting the report before the 
ninth’ biennial convention of the 
church, Dr. H. W. A. Hanson, head 
of Gettysburg College, Gettysburg, 
Pa., and president of the board, said 
that the “most serious situation in 
the world today is not that a great 
deal has been done to its economic 
structure but that something has been 
done to the souls of men.” 


Needs Pointed Out. 


Declaring that there can never be a 
“restored world until there are re- 
stored souls,” Dr. Hanson said two 
things must be borne in mind by the 
church: “That radicalism, anarchy 
and Godlessness in a thousand forms 
are attempting to confound and con- 
fuse the picture and that there seems 
to have grown up in the world a 
sense of futility and a philosophy of 
despair.” 

“The need of today,” he added, ‘is 
for an aroused church that knows 
what it is in the world to do, and 
gives full measure of strength toward 
doing it.” 

Urging the church to arouse itself 
against the “forces of evil,” Dr. Han- 
son said he regarded the whole world 
as in a period of transition, with the 
“entire history” of the next 50 years 
locked up in the next two years and 
the ability of the church to restore 
oe and spirituality during this pe- 
riod. 

He explained that the board of 
American missions, realizing’ that 
there are millions of people beyond 
the financial ability of the church 
who are being infftenced by “com- 
munism, radicalism, vulgarizing agen- 
cies and the backwash of the moral 
sewers,’ must adopt a new policy to 
extend its sphere toward social and 
spiritual uplift. 

Without funds to go beyond certain 
limits, an attempt is being made to 
reach areas which never would be able 
to support a church by volunteer 
workers from established churches. 
The report was adopted with a round 
of applause. 

An additional appeal along the same 
line for a rally against disturbing in- 
fluences was voiced by Dr. Zenan 
Corbe, executive secretary of the 
board. The board's report disclosed 
that the church has 756 American 
missions including 12 newly establish- 
ed in Canada. 

As to division of funds for mission 
work. the board suggested 75 per cent 
for “planting faith:” 15 per cent for 
“preserving the faith’ and 10 per 
cent for “propagating the faith.” 
Devotional Service. 


Earlier today the convention held 

a special devotional service for the 
Lutheran churches of the world and 
said a special prayer for Lutherans 
in Germany who were described by 
Dr. A. B. Wentz, of Gettysburg, Pa., 
leader of the services, as in “great 
distress” and in “serious conflicts with 
reference to their relations with oth- 
er religious bodies and with the su- 
preme government of the realm.” 
In a report by the board of foreign 
missions today, Dr. S. W. Herman, of 
Harrisburg, Pa., president, declared 
missionary work the essence of Chris- 
tianity and urged stronger support of 
missions. He pointed out that the 
budget of the board had been improved 
by a substantial lowering of its defi- 
cit since last year. :

AIWANIANS URGED 


10 STUDY ISSUES 


Delegates at Columbus 
Advised To Deal With 
Government Questions. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Oct. 19.—(#)— 
Georgia Kiwanians were advised to- 
day by Dr. William J. Carrington, of 
Atlantic City, N. J., international 
president, to make their meetings fact- 
finding forums as a means of bring- 
ing about greater efficiency in local 
governments. 

Speaking before the annual state 
convention of Georgia Kiwanis Clubs, 
which opened here yesterday, Dr. Car- 
rington said that squalor, ignorance 
and idleness were handicaps which 
caused children to be underpriviledged, 
adding that Kiwanis proposes to strike 
at those conditions. 


Slum Clearance. 


“If every misspent tax dollar were 
applied to slum _ clearance, public 
health, public schools, playgrounds and 
prevention, underprivilege would be 
stopped at the source,” he declared. 

Asking the question “what can a 
service club do to reduce waste and 
inefficiency in local government,” Dr. 
Carrington said some shout “turn out 
the rascals.” He added that “public 
officials are not rascals. Bonding 
companies rate them as honest as any 
other group.” 

“Openly discuss daylight accounting 
methods, overlapping governments and 
training of public officials,” he told 
the delegates. *‘These are not political 
questions in any partisan sense. With 
that sort of program, the problem of 
Kiwanis publicity is sovled.. And 
through publicity, not for Kiwanis, but 
for the things for which Kiwanis 
stands, through that sort of publicity 
will we mould public opinion.” 

The maintenance of adequate educa- 
tional facilities, especially those mak- 
ing for character development, was 
described by the international presi- 
dent as another special Kiwanis ob- 
jective for this year. Kiwanians were 
told to “see that a fair share of the 
tax dollar goes to public schools, for 
today is the only chance this crop 
of children will ever have.” 

During the depression, he reported, 
Kiwanis membership dropped from 
103,000 in 1929 to 76,000 in 1932, but 
the present membership of 82,186 is 
increasing at the rate of 1,000 a 


month. 

The 1,873 clubs in the United States 
and Canada served during the depres- 
sion, he continued, building friend- 
ships, broadening the intellectual hori- 
zons of men, creating opportunities for 
self expression and training civic lead- 
ers.

INFERTILITY CURE 
IS CLAIMED FOUND 
IN HORMONE DROPS 


BOSTON, Oct. 19.—(4)—The cure 
of 50 per cent of childlessness among 
100 married couples by the easy meth- 
od of taking daily a few drops otf 
hormone extracts was reported to the 
American College of Surgeons today. 

The infertility was not confined to 
one sex, in this group of 200 per- 
sons. It was as likely to be the 
man as the woman, and responsibil- 
ity was quite evenly divided. ‘The 
results were reported by Dr. Allan 
Winter Rowe, director of research of 
the Evans Memorial hospital, Boston. 

The extracts which ended the child- 
lessness were those of the pituitary 
gland, the thyroid and ovary. The 
pituitary lies near the base of the 
brain and governs the co-operation of 
the entire series of ductless glands 
which include not only those of sex 
but the adrenals, thyroids and pa- 
rathyroids, or glands which have no 
apparent direct relation to either sex 
or fertility. 

In some instances the infertility 
appeared to be due to conditions of 
lowered vitality affecting the body 
generally. ‘This was especially true 
of those who were infertile on ac- 
count of thyroid gland deficiency. 

The lack of sufficient thyroid ac- 
tivity reduced the entire bodily energy 
and had no direct effect on sex. Yet 
when thyroid extract brought up the 
general health level the bar to chil- 
dren disappeared.

_| Football is the sport which fills 


‘the thoughts of many persons during 
this season; and I am among those 
who enjoy watching a good game. 
The story of football is a long one. 
Two thousand years ago, or more, 
the Greeks played a football game of 
‘a sort. It was called “harpaston,” 
‘and was a favorite pastime at Spar- 
'ta. The players divided into two 
\sides—the number on each side dif- 
fered a great deal; it might be a 
dozen, or it might be 50 or more. A 
ball was tossed into the midst of the 
players at midfield, and then there 
'was a wild rush to kick it, knock it, 
'or carry it toward the opposite goal. 
The Romans played a game of much 
(the same kind, and Roman soldiers 
‘who camped in Britain, seem to have 
‘taught it to the people there.

footballs, we forbid such games to 
be played in the future” 

Close to 800 years ago, an Eng- 
lishman wrote: 

“After dinner, almost all of the 
youth of the city go into the fields 
and play the famous game of foot- 
ball. The elders of the city, the fa- 
thers of the. players, the rich and 
wealthy, come to the fields on horse- 
back to watch.” 

In later times, a Puritan named 
Philip Stubbs wrote: 

“Concerning football, I protest that 
it is rather a kind of fight than a 
play. Does not everyone lie in wait 
for his opponent to overthrow him 
and pitch him on his nose?” 

Football has developed into two 
main kinds of game—soccer and Ruz- 
by. In soccer or “association” foot- 
ball, the ball is kicked or bunted but 
not carried. It is extremely popu- 
lar in England; and is played more 
than Rugby in some parts of Canada. 

English and Canadian Rugby are 
almost, but not quite, the same. 
American Rugby has been changed 
greatly from the English model.

There are many active measures 
a defensive player may take to kring 
about the declarer’s downfall. Hon- 
ors may be underled, entries may 
be knocked out, aces may be held up, 
and so on. On certain hands, how- 
ever, the best line of defense that 
can be adopted is a passive one, In 
other words, the player should mere- 
ly avoid the issue in the all-impor- 
tant suit as long as possible and 
thus make the declarer do all the 
guessing. As a result of this defensive 
policy, which West followed in spite

Ever since the days when 
Maude Adams portrayed Maggie 
Wylie from the boards of Atlanta’s 
old Grand theater, “What Every 
Woman Knows” has enjoyed a well- 
merited popularity. Now the new 
Grand is host to a cinema version 
and it is doubtful if even the great 
Adams evoked more satisfied femi- 
nine chuckles or more sheepish male 
grins than does Helen Hayes in her 
interpretation of the chief role.

A comparatively small number of 
high officials of the Catholic church 
remain in Mexico, a number having 
left the country at the height of the 
anti-church movement several years 
ago. 

Several university students were ar-

Work Soon Will Be Start- 
ed on 12 Projects To 
Provide Homes for 150 
to 700 Families. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(/)— 
Harry L. Hopkins, the relief adminis- 
trator, said at his press conference 
today that 12 rural-industrial com- 
munities, housing from 150 to 700 
families each, would be built immedi- 
ately with relief funds in different 
sections of the country. 

The administrator dis:losed 
detailed plans for ahout 50 such 
projects have been made at. relief 
headquarters but that money to build 
all of them was not yet arailable. 

“I'm convinced that every one of 
the 12 communities which we're going 
to build at this time will be self-liqui- 
dating.” Hopkins said. 

Pointing to another project in prog- 
ress in Arkansas he said that 200 
houses already had been built there 
at a cost of between $650 and $900. 
This project is to include 700 homes 
ultimately, scattered over 28,000 or 
29,000 acres. Hopkins said’ the 
amount “actually being laid out” for 
each unit, including farming tracts of 
20 to 30 acres, was between $1,200 
and $1,300. 

Relief Roll Families. 

All of the rural communities built 
with relief labor and relief funds are 
to be occupied by families taken from 
relief rolls. 

Hopkins said five or six industries, 
two or three of them nationally 
known, were trving to zo into the Red 
House community. He said some of 
them would be permitted to establish 
plants there, and that relief officials 
in charge of the project would make no 


effort to regulate the industries es- 
tablished. 


“Some day we've got to have hous- 
ing in America where people can pay 
25 per cent of their income for a de- 
cent place to live,” Hopkins declared. 

Asked how soon that day was com- 
ing, he added: 

“As far as I’m concerned it’s com- 
ing damn soon.” 

Plans for additional government- 
financed housing in rural and subur- 
ban areas were disclosed by subsist- 
ence homesteads officials. 

They said money had been allocat- 
ed, from the $25,000,000 fund at their 
disposal, for 23 projects which would 
not be announced in detail until the 
land for them had been purchased. 
Some of the states in which these 
homesteads are to be built. and the 
tentative allotments for them,  in- 
clude: Alabama, $200,000; Florida, 
$912,500: North Carolina, $100,000; 
South Carolina. $184,000, and  Ar-

To Care for Ailing. 

He made it clear that disabled and 
sick veterans would be accorded the 
“best treatment which medical and 
surgical science can supply.” 

But he added there were hundreds 
of thousands of “largely forgotten” 
persons in the urban slums and “back 
eddies remote from the active stream 
of life’ who required government aid, 
and the elimination of this “definite 
drag against the return of prosperity” 
should be the first aim of veterans 
and the nation as a whole. 

A sound financial policy would be 
followed in providing aid, he said. 


| Starving Come First. 


He added he was sure the ex-servicd 
men would agree that the care of the 
“disabled, the sick, the destitute and 
the starving is the first thing.” not 
only because he was confident of their 
patriotism and their understanding of 
relief needs, but for two other reasons 4

have given to them (the veterans).

RETARD NATION. 

For many years we have seen &a 
constantly growing realization of the 
fact that any large or small group 
which lacks the elementary necessi- 
ties of proper food, of decent housing, 
of adequate medical attention, of es- 
sential education, drags down the 
level of the country as a whole and 
retards its progress.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 19.—(4)— 
The United Lutheran church in 
America was disclosed as definitely 
enlisted in a battle against communism 


velopment of its mission work today 
in a report by its board of American 
missions. 

Presenting the report before the 
ninth biennial convention of the 
church, Dr. H. W. A. Hanson, head 
of Gettysburg College, Gettysburg, 


that the “most serious situation in 
the world today is not that a great 
deal has been done to its economic 
structure but that something has been 
done to the souls of men.” 


Needs Pointed Out. 


Declaring that there can never be a 
“restored world until there are re- 
stored souls,” Dr. Hanson said two 
things must be borne in mind by the 
church: “That radicalism, anarchy 
and Godlessness in a thousand forms 
are attempting to confound and con- 
fuse the picture and that there seems 
to have grown up in the world a 
sense of futility and a philosophy of 
despair.” 

“The need of today,” he added, “‘is 
for an aroused church that knows 
what it is in the world to do, and 
gives full measure of strength toward 
doing it.” 

Urging the church to arouse itself 
against the “forces of evil,” Dr. Han- 
son said he regarded the whole world 
as in a period of transition, with the 
“entire history” of the next 50 years 
locked up in the next two years and 
the ability of the church to restore 
ideas and spirituality during this pe- 
riod. 

He explained that the board of 
American missions, realizing that 
there are millions of people beyond 
the financial ability of the church 
who are being influenced by ‘“com- 
munism, radicalism, vulgarizing agen- 
cies and the backwash of the moral 
sewers,’ must adopt a new policy to 
extend its sphere toward social and 
spiritual uplift. 

Without funds to go beyond certain 
limits, an attempt is being made to 
reach areas which never would be able 
to support a church by volunteer 
workers from established churches. 
The report was adopted with a round 
of applause. 

An additional appeal along the same 
line for a rally against disturbing in- 
fluences was voiced by Dr. Zenan 
Corbe, executive secretary of the 
board. The board’s report disclosed 
that the church has 756 American 
missions including 12 newly establish- 
ed in Canada. 

As to division of funds for mission 
work. the hoard suggested 75 per cent 
for “planting faith:” 15 per cent for 
“preserving the faith’ and 10 per 
cent for “propagating the faith.” 


Devotional Service. 


Earlier today the convention held 
a special devotional service for the 
Lutheran churches of the world and 
said a special prayer for Lutherans 
in Germany who were described by 
Dr. A. B. Wentz, of Gettysburg, Pa., 
leader of the services, as in “great 
distress” and in “serious conflicts with 
reference to their relations with oth- 
er religious bodies and with the su- 
preme government of the realm.” 

In a report by the board of foreign 
missions today, Dr. S. W. Herman, of 
Harrisburg, Pa., president, declared 
missionary work the essence of Chris- 
tianity and urged stronger support of 
missions. He pointed out that the 
budget of the board had been improved 
by a substantial lowering of its defi- 
cit since last year.

10 STUDY ISSUES 


Delegates at Columbus 
Advised To Deal With 
Government Questions. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Oct. 19.—(?)— 
Georgia Kiwanians were advised to- 
day by Dr. William J. Carrington, of 
Atlantic City, N. J., international 
president, to make their meetings fact- 
finding forums as a means of bring- 
ing about greater efficiency in local 
governments. 

Speaking before the annual state 
convention of Georgia Kiwanis Clubs, 
which opened here yesterday, Dr. Car- 
rington said that squalor, ignorance 
and idleness were handicaps which 
caused children to be underpriviledged, 
adding that Kiwanis proposes to strike 
at those conditions. 


Slum Clearance. 


“If every misspent tax dollar were 
applied to slum _ clearance, ublic 
health, public schools, playgrounds and 
prevention, underprivilege would be 
stopped at the source,” he declared. 

Asking the question “what can a 
service club do to reduce waste and 
inefficiency in local government,” Dr. 
Carrington said some shout ‘turn out 
the rascals.” He added that “public 
officials are not rascals. Bonding 
companies rate them as honest as any 
other group.” 

“Openly discuss daylight accounting 
methods, overlapping governments and 
training of public officials,”.he told 
the delegates. ‘These are not political 
questions in any partisan sense. With 
that sort of program, the problem of 
Kiwanis publicity is sovled.. And 
through publicity, not for Kiwanis, but 
for the things for which Kiwanis 
stands, through that sort of publicity 
will we mould public opinion.” 

The maintenance of adequate educa- 
tional facilities, especially those mak- 
ing for character development, was 
described by the international presi- 
dent as another special Kiwanis ob- 
jective for this year. Kiwanians were 
told to “see that a fair share of the 
tax dollar goes to public schools, for 
today is the only chance this crop 
of children will ever have.” 

During the depression, he reported, 
Kiwanis membership dropped from 
103,000 in 1929 to 76.000 in 1932, but 
the present membership of 82,186 is 
increasing at the rate of 1,000 a 
month. 

The 1,873 clubs in the United States 
and Canada served during the depres- 
sion, he continued, building friend- 
ships, broadening the intellectual hori- 
zons of men, creating opportunities for 
self expression and training civic lead- 
ers. In the pc«t four years, he said, 
upward of 20,000 humanitarian 
achievements have been completed by 
Kiwanis Clubs,

INFERTILITY CURE 
IS CLAIMED FOUND 
IN HORMONE DROPS 


BOSTON, Oct. 19.—(4)—The cure 
of 50 per cent of childlessness among 
100 married couples by the easy meth- 
od of taking daily a few drops ol 
hormone extracts was reported to the 
American College of Surgeons today. 

The infertility was not confined to 
one sex, in this group of 200 per- 
sons. It was as likely to be the 
man as the woman, and responsibil- 
ity was quite evenly divided. ‘The 
results were reported by Dr. Allan 
Winter Rowe, director of research of 
the Evans Memorial hospital, Boston. 

The extracts which ended the child- 
lessness were those of the pituitary 
gland, the thyroid and ovary. The 
pituitary lies near the base of the 
brain and governs the co-operation of 
the entire series of ductless glands 
which include not only those of sex 
but the adrenals, thyroids and pa- 
rathyroids, or glands which have no 
apparent direct relation to either sex 
or fertility. 

In some instances the infertility 
appeared to be due to conditions of 
lowered vitality affecting the body 
generally. This was especially true 
of those who were infertile on ac- 
count of thyroid gland deficiency. 

The lack of sufficient thyroid ac- 
tivity reduced the entire bodily energy 
and had no direct effect on sex. Yet 
when thyroid extract brought up the 
general health level the bar to chil- 
dren disappeared.

In quick reply Chairman Farley, 
of the democratic national committee, 
said the November elections would 
give the administration a victory that 
would topple the G. O. P. to its lowest 
level since the War Between the 
States. 


Countering Fletcher’s statement 
that the New Deal was growing into 
disfavor and leading the nation ‘“‘down 
further into the valley of depression.” 
Farley said “utter demoralization” 
had seized the republicans; that they 
have “broken up into roving, irre- 
sponsible bands, acknowledging no

Fletcher said the recent poll showed 
“17 states voting a majority opposed 
to Presjdent Roosevelt's acts and poli- 
cies” indicating a change from a pre- 
vious canvass when 47 states approved 
these policies “on the whole.”

Robinson made known that after a 


conference with President Roosevelt 
on Monday, he would decide upon what 
part he would take in the campaign. 
He had invitations, he said, to speak 
in seven or eight states, 

“Tt’s manifest,” he added, “that the 
opposition is making the New Deal 
and its legislative program an issue 
and the result of the election in No- 
vember will be a test of its merits in 
the eyes of the public. ... 

“It’s natural that the opposition to 
the administration should make des- 
perate efforts to discredit the effect of 
the Roosevelt policies. I do not know 
what théir confidence is but think 
when the smoke is cleared away they 
will be disappointed and discouraged.” 
MELLON BREAKS SILENCE 

TO DENY PINCHOT CHARGE 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 19.—() 
Over one of the strangest, most in- 
volved campaigns in years, the long 
silent voice of Andrew W. Mellon 
broke today to meeet a challenge by 
his bitter political enemy, Governor 
Gifford Pinchot, and overshadow, at 
least temporarily, the “New Deal” 
issue in Pennsylvania. 

The internationally known banker's 
first political statement in years threw 
a “tug of war” campaign into a furor. 

Mellon denied a charge made by 
Pinchot last night that Joseph F. Guf- 
fey, democratic candidate for United 
States senator, used Mellon money to 
help square himself on a federal em- 
bezzlement indictment returned in 
1921 in connection with a shortage of 
funds of the alien property custodian's 
office, for which Guffey handled sales.

POPULARITY WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—A Literary Digest 

emissary carried the bad news about the de- 
cline in Mr. Roosevelt’s popularity to the president some weeks ago 
at Hyde Park. 

The figures were about the same as those just published, show- 
ing a decline of about 33 per cent in the Roosevelt “tyes” vote. The 
president said then, or later, that he had no objection to their pub- 
lication. 

That is why the usually confidential recheck now is out of- 
ficially. Also it may explain why the consultations with the business 


element began about that time. 

SUB-STRATA There are several reasons why the New Dealers 
have no serious objections to publication of the 

poll. If you consider the Maine situation, you will get the idea. 

The Digest recheck was made in Maine along about the time 
of the Maine election (September 10). The poll showed only 38 
per cent in favor of the New Deal and 62 per cent against? Yet the 
New Dealers won the election, winning two out of the three con- 
gressional seats and the governorship, and they almost won the 
senatorship. 

An explanation for that may be that the democrats must have 
hidden strength among a sub-strata of voters not covered by the 
Digest poll. At least that is what they say, and everyone will admit 
that the Roosevelt strength is greatest among those on relief rolls. 
The Digest names come from many sources, mainly from directories, 
telephone books and farm publications, which may be top-heavy 
with names of people whom the New Deal has helped least. 
DUPLICITY It would appear offhand that someone is wrong, as 

between the Digesters and the demdcratic pollers 
here who say that in the coming elections they are going to get the 
biggest sweep ever. 

If you analyze the situation you will find that both may be 
right. The Digest poll was taken on the New Deal as a whole. The 
democratic polls were made on democratic congressmen and sena- 
tors. There must be a lot of voters who told the Digesters they 
did not approve of New Deal policies as a whole and yet are going 
to vote against republican candidates in the election. 

You can tell more about that the day after election. 


INVENTION One phase of the “something big for business” 
plan in the back of the president’s mind is an 
idea for helping the heavy goods industries.

in the Louisville abduction case. 

Mrs. Alice Stoll was beaten over 
the head and, in the words of an 
agent of the department of justice, 
was brutally handled a couple of 


times, but the same agent concludes 
that she was “treated pretty decent- 
ly” after all. The abductor’s humane 
restraint in the manner of beating the 
lady over the head and in confining 
his brutal handling of her to “a 
couple of times” should tend to en- 
dear him to the citizens and make 
him the most popular kidnaper in the 
country. 


It is pleasant to find an agent of 
the department of justice so quick 
to perceive the good in a man who 
entered a home, slugged a lady in a 
firm but gentlemanly way, and held 
her captive for a week. The expres- 
sion comes just when the department 
was on the way to develop a bad 
name after the recent brutal assassi- 
nation of John Dillinger, the famous 
claustrophobe, whose only real fault 
was a dread of being locked up. Mr. 
Dillinger’s old father and others who 
knew John Dillinger, the man, knew 
lovable qualities in him which were 
cruelly ignored by the officers who 
shot him down without consideration 
for the more kindly phases of his 
character.

sonal responsibility. The Robinson 
boy was put away in an asylum for 
a time as one who could not resist 
the temptation to commit crimes.

Persons who can but will not re- 
sist temptation come under another 
classification.

Of course, Mrs. Stoll was deprived 
of some rights when she was slugged 
in a kindly way and handled with 
tactful brutality. But that is some- 
thing that cannot be helped. The pro- 
tection is for the weak and morally 
unwell. More fortunate members of 
society have to learn to take it.

going philosophy may thrust itself 
upon the foreground of life, it is cer- 
tainly true that nowhere in the world 
does the materialistic conception of 
life maintain itself securely against 
the farther horizons of faith and hope 
and love. . 

“I think our age may be charac- 
terized as an era of intellectual fer- 
ment. Violent change is everywhere 
uprooting older viewpoints. 

“In such an age of swiftly moving 
currents, Baptists have nothing to 
fear. Our emphasis upon the freedom 
of the individual, the competency. of 
the soul to deal direct with God, and 
the _pre-eminence of Christ in all 
realms of life, these constitute a suf- 
ficiently ample philosophy of life for 
any man, anywhere, any age. In the 
period of the ezars of Russia. our 
Baptist people were criticized because 
they were too socialistic; today they 
ure criticized in Russia because they 
are not socialistic enough. This is 
but another way of saying that Bap- 
tists will never allow any government 
to tell them what they may believe, 


“Baptists have never stood for a 
decadent, social order nor for obsolete 
creeds. They believe in the applica- 
tion of the Sermon on the Mount to 
everyday life, mediated by regenerated 
individuals. 

“Another symptom of our age may 
be termed as international frictions. 
Patriotism may be a good and great 
quality of life, -but often it appears 
today as petty and ugly. We hear 
much about. another war—another 
World War. I do not know who it 
is that could really want another 
World War. Certainly the young 
people today do tot want to die, nor 
do they wish to pass on to another 
generation the unbearable burdens of 
post-war periods like unto that which 
we have witnessed for the past 15 
years. 

“But if we are to avert another 
war, we must work definitely along 
intelligent lines of good-will. Once 
people come to know each other, they 
will not seek to destroy one another. 
My little boy used to beg me to tell 
him stories about the World War, but 
when my good friend from Germany 
spent a fortnight ip our home, he 
said, ‘Daddy, if we go to war with 
Germany again, would you have to 
fight men like him’? 1 nodded my 
head, and the Jad then said, ‘I don’t 
want to see you fight again’. 

“The great enemies of international 
good-will are ignorance, fear, pride 
and hatred. I know of but one sol- 
vent for these deep-seated enemies of 
cood-will among the peoples of earth, 
namely, the golden rule as enunciated 
by the Prince of Peace.”

It is extremely popu- 
lar in England; and is played more 
than Rugby in some parts of Canada.

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—(4)—The 
Dun & Bradstreet weekly trade review 
said today that “the most vigorous 
forward step of the fall season was 
recorded this week in general trade 
movements.”
